Rainbow 
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Street Preachers 101 

By Blaise Liffick 

As anyone who has ever attended a Pride festival 
knows, such events tend to attract protesters in the 
form of “street preachers,” who harangue folks as they 
come and go to the event about their “sinful” ways. 
Who are these people who seem to have nothing bet¬ 
ter to do than annoy those trying to have a good time? 
Isn’t what they are doing illegal in some way? Why 
aren’t they arrested for their aggressive behavior? 
Isn’t it harassment or something? Why isn’t anyone 
doing anything about them? 


They are truly religious zealots. 

What their rights are: The same as for everyone else, 
they have the right of free speech, even when many 
consider that speech hateful. They have the right o 
carry signs of whatever size they like. In some juris¬ 
dictions, they have the right to use amplification - al¬ 
though this may be restricted in some cases, and it is a 
difficult law to enforce. They have the right to occupy 
public property, unless that property has been tempo¬ 
rarily leased to someone else (e.g. like Riverfront Park 
in Harrisburg during PrideFest). AND. they have the 
right to approach people and offer to give them liter i- 
ture (but you have the right to refuse!). 


Here are the quick basics. 

Who they are: They 
may be local zeal¬ 
ots who basically 
work by them¬ 
selves, or national 
extremists who are 
well organized and 
financed. In Har¬ 
risburg, Michael 
and Sherri Sucec 
fall into the former 
category. Michael 
Marcavage of Re¬ 
pent America, from 
Lansdale, PA trav¬ 
els all over the country to spread his message of intol¬ 
erance. Many of these people make their living doing 
this in two main ways: contributions from supporters, 
and lawsuits. For instance, one street preacher won 
$87,000 from York. PA this last year for infringing on 
his First Amendment right of free speech when he was 
arrested during various events. In addition, these zeal¬ 
ots can use such arrests as a reason to solicit money 
from their supporters, so they can afford to pursue 
the lawsuit or defend themselves from charges. For 
a growing number of these people, this is a full-time 
job! 

What they believe: Obviously, the number one belief 
that is the problem is that any form of sexuality, other 
than being entirely straight, is a sin. Other typical be¬ 
liefs include a pro-life position and being anti-evolu¬ 
tion. 

Why they are like this: They take the Bible (typically 
only the King James version) as a literal truth from 
God. Therefore, they reject science or common sense 
when it is in conflict with those beliefs. They also 
ignore any inconsistencies or contradictions of the 
Bible as either not actually existing, or as irrelevant. 
They consider themselves modern-day prophets, in 
the mold of Isaiah or Ezekiel, who stood in the town 
square and admonished all to submit to God’s will. 


What you should do: Three things...ignore them, 
ignore them, ignore them! The absolutely best strat¬ 
egy for dealing 
with them is o 
pretend they dor’t 
exist. Silent Wit¬ 
ness PA will be at 
Pride festivals n 
Lancaster, Read¬ 
ing, Harrisburg, 
Allentown, and 
Scranton this yetr 
to help participants 
run the gauntlet of 
protesters - we’ e 
the folks with the 
big rainbow um¬ 
brellas and the smiling faces welcoming you to the 
event. We want each of these events to be entire y 
safe and peaceful. You can help by simply walking 
past any protesters without so much as a glance or a 
single word. 

Ignoring them is actually a kind of a sweet revenge, by 
indicating with your entire attitude that the opinions 
of these people don’t matter one little bit! As an added 
bonus, if they can't get themselves arrested for some 
reason, they lose any potential income they migit 
have been able to obtain from potential lawsuits! If 
they never get arrested at these events, eventually a 
large portion of their income would dry up, and they 
wouldn’t be able to afford to do this full time.. .there d 
be fewer and fewer of them at Pride events as the 
years go by. 

So do yourselves, your friends, and your communi y 
a favor, and just ignore them! It just might put the n 
out of business!

GLSH finances. Such secrecy led to wild speculation. 
Both Panzee Press and Greg King followed leads on 
accusations, and studied financial records and existing 
bank accounts. There was no evidence of any missing 
funds, or lack of financial organization. It is clear that a 
treasurer’s lack of communication cannot be tolerated. 
Following pressure by the BGLQT community, the new 
Pride Festival of Central Pennsylvania, an offshoot of 
GLSH, reluctantly removes Marc from their board. 

January 26, 2008: Miss Tiffany North Memorial Benefit 
show at the Red Star in Reading. 

January 29: UUPLAN & Equality Advocates PA host a 
lobby day in support of HB 1400 & SB 761. to outlaw 
discrimination based on sexual orientation or sexual 
identity. The recently introduced SB 1250, designed to 
prevent civil unions, faces its first battle with the BGLQT 
community and their friends. 

First Week of February: Mardi Gras and the Super Bowl 
are celebrated throughout Panzee’s regions. 

February 8: Vicky Dominatrix, author of the Supposedly 
column, win’s Miss Rising Star, the first preliminary to the 
2008 Miss Gay PA America. 

February 8 & 9: MCC of Lehigh Valley leads a courthouse 
action and Freedom to Marry celebration.

Along with an ear¬ 
lier description of pageant contestant 
scores, and a later remark in Daniel 
Kincade’s Theoretically column, 
comparing MDAS to MGA, the “gossip 
wars” ensue, taking months to fizzle 
out and leaving a lasting scar between 
Panzee and MGA. 

November 14: Cecil Brooks joins the Pan 
zee writing team with Body Impolitic. 

November 29: Panzee attempts a 
landscape approach to its calendar and 
listings. While this does provide for 
an easy to read calendar, it takes up 
too much space to be economically 
feasible. Listing sections are added 
for entertainment and pride festivals.

December 12: New columns: Theo¬ 
retically; and Spirituality Corner. With 
new columns and the desire to cover 
a wider range of everything BGLQT, 
Panzee starts printing regular columns 
every other issue. 

December 26: Panzee's rotation of 
columns causes a slim look, which 
leads to readers’ questioning its 
direction. After a month, Panzee is 
back to a good size, providing plenty 
of information and entertainment for 
each two-week period. Biscuit retires 
the Allegedly column, citing only that 
her poison pen has run out of ink.

Capital Region 
Stonewall Democrats 

As I write this, Pennsylvania’s so-called “Marriage 
Protection Amendment” is dead, but only because 
of a razor thin margin. 

As you may know, the amendment is currently 
stalled because Democrats control the state 
House, and they will not bring this discriminatory 
piece of legislation up for a vote. Do you know 
how close the Democrats came losing control of 
the House? They only have a one-seat majority, 

102-101, which they captured in 2006. The clos¬ 
est race was in a district where the Democrat won 
by only 28 votes out of more than the 23,000 cast. 

That’s about 1 vote per precinct. 

Because Democrats control the state House by 
that one vote, a strong pro-LGBT representative 
(Babette Josephs of Philadelphia) is now in charge 
of the committee that is dealing with pro-LGBT and 
anti-LGBT legislation.

far-right and anti-gay Paul Clymer, who spent his 
time obsessing over gay people instead of dealing 
with issues that matter, such as making sure all 
Pennsylvanians have health care. 

Speaking of health care, the state supreme court 
ruling which the LGBT community in Pennsyl¬ 
vania really needs to take note of during the 
past month, wasn’t the pro-marriage ruling from 
California - it was a ruling from Michigan. The 
Michigan Supreme Court ruled that their sweeping 
anti-gay state constitutional amendment (which 
is very similar in wording to the one proposed in 
Pennsylvania) bars governments and universities 
from offering health insurance to workers’ partners. 
In one fell swoop, a lot of LGBT families lost their 
health coverage. This is why it’s critical that 
Democrats who support equality keep control of 
the state House this November.

Pride

“God Hates Pride!” This is the chant 
used by protestors to greet many of us as we enter 
Pride festivals around the country. On the surface it 
appears as if the protestors have a valid point. After all, 
the Bible frequently discusses the sin of “pride.” For 
example, the Gospel of Mark lists pride as one of the 
evils, along with adultery, wickedness, deceit, envy, 
slander etc. Sirach. a book of the apocrypha portion of 
the Bible (collection of books whose place in the Bible is 
disputed between Catholic and Protestant Christianity) 
states, “Arrogance is hateful to the Lord, ” and “For the 
beginning of pride is sin ." Yes, it does seem as if the 
Bible is suggesting that pride is something humans 
ought not to have and should work at suppressing. 

However, the Bible also includes the book of 
Luke, which focuses on the least, the last, and the lost. 
In this Gospel, Jesus seems very much concerned about 
how we treat the outcasts of society. This interpretation 
of course, makes the protestors at Pride festivals look 
extremely foolish in their attempts to beat the GLBT 
community over the head with the Bible. One has to 
wonder if the protestors have ever read the Gospel of 
Luke. I can just envision our Pride protestors yelling 
at Luke's Zacchaeus character, or leaving the beat up 
Samaritan at the side of the road, proclaiming that he 
got what he deserved for being a Samaritan. Jesus, on 
the other hand, tells these parables to imply that God 
expects us to be hospitable to the outcasts of society. 

Here is where a different meaning of the 
word pride comes into play. As pointed out by Paul 
Gibson in his Evangelical Lutheran Church of America 
Pride Sunday Liturgy, “the Church can learn much from 
its lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender members. 
One of the gifts they bring is a renewed understanding 
of the word Pride: a celebration of the inherent goodness 
shared by all of us. through the creating and redeeming 
work of the God who made all of us in the divine 
image. Whenever GLBT communities come together 
to celebrate Pride, the Church has an opportunity to 
“rejoice with those who rejoice.” (Romans 12.15)This 
is the image of what Pride is all about. The GLBT 
community comes together to celebrate our inherent 
goodness. That sense of community is so important 
to many GLBT people. My partner and I recently visited 
the youth of Common Roads to promote this year's 
Pride festival. This visit inspired us to work towards 
bringing the region the best Pride possible. We met 
youth from ages 14 to 20 that told us of their experiences 
in their schools. We were reminded that a big reason 
for Pride is to try to make life better for our youth. As 
GLBT and allied adults, we have a responsibility to be 
role models for today's youth, and to do what we can to 
make the world an easier place for GLBT people of all 
ages. Pride festivals all over the world give our youth an 
opportunity to see that they can be proud of themselves, 
even if they are different from their heterosexual peers.
